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This  is  the  eecond  reTielon  of  a former  special  report  showing  comparative  carload  rail  freight  rates  and  distances  on  fertiliser  raw  materials 
from  important  producing  and  manufacturing  points  to  cooperative  fertiliser  manufacturing  and  distributing  areas  in  the  North  Central  States.  1/ 
It  has  been  revised  pursuant  to  many  reouests  for  a publication  to  use  In  procuring  fertilizer  raw  materials  and  In  selling  manufactured  fertl* 
lizer  to  meet  competitive  conditions  In  which  transportation  and  related  costs  are  a contributing  factor.  All  prior  Issues  are  now  out  of  date 
and  should  be  destroyed. 

The  rates  shown  were  compiled  prior  to  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  Ex  Parte  I96-A,  effective  March  7,  1956.  The  increased 
charges  authorized  in  this  and  later  authorized  tariff  publications  must  necessarily  be  added  to  the  rates  quoted  to  malce  them  current. 

In  compiling  the  charges  shown  in  this  report,  every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to  Include  the  applicable  rates  in  legally  published  tariffs  on 
file  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on  interstate  traffic  and  with  State  regulatory  agencies  on  intrastate  traffic.  However,  these  rates 
are  published  as  a matter  of  general  information  and  the  Farmer  Cooperative  Service  makes  no  representation  that  in  any  particular  instance  the 
rates  shown  are  the  lawfully  published  rates  and  can  assume  no  responsibility  for  errors  or  misquotations  that  may  appear  in  this  report.  Anyone 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  raw  materials  or  the  acquiring  of  manufacturing  and  distributing  facilities  should  carefully  check  the  lawfully 
published  tariffs  on  file  with  these  agencies  before  making  a final  decision. 

Furthermore,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  check  combination  or  aggregate  of  intermediate  rates  which,  in  some  instances,  might  result  in  lower 
charges  than  those  quoted  from  and  to  some  of  the  points  indicated.

other  than  agriculvural  groups,  interested  in  reducing  transportation  costs  in  obtaining  and  distributing  fertilizer  raw  materials  and  in  formu- 
lating fertilizer  manufacturing  programs  should  find  the  information  shown  herein  equally  useful.  The  final  analysis  of  the  various  transportation  cost 
information  compiled  should  aid  in  evaluating  the  future  role  that  farmers  In  the  North  Central  States  may  occupy  in  the  fertilizer  manufacturing 
industry  in  light  of  present  transportation,  mining,  procurement  and  distribution  costs,  new  techniques,  trends  in  consumption,  changing  economic 
conditions,  and  in  the  interest  of  National  Defense. 

All  freight  charges  are  subject  to  3 percent  Federal  transportation  tax.
